Both the van and the RV that were parked outside 
my home (and school) have no plates, no registration, blacked out/covered 
windows. Everyone of the 8 transient that I saw appeared to took and act mentally 
unstable and physically unhealthy. 2 of the guys hid from the officers and took off 
on bike when they were not looking. (Have it on video) Also when the lady in the 
van pulled away I asked ro officers if she was under the influence and if ahe had a 
license. They told me there is NOTHING they are allowed to do about it. So., to 
repeat: No License, No Registration, No Plates and this woman was allowed to 
drive off freely being high as a kite in a car that is also illegally tinted blacked out 
where you cannot see inside it at all. Our stupid state and County have these laws 
that work against our own law enforcement to help our communities stay safe.
